vied, Ope ehila, . son, now twen-
ty-five  wyedrs old, was born  to
them.  For the pust ive years Jonas Jar-

boe, the son, notwithstanding the best of
bringing up, has proved to be a terrvor to
his parents and to the neighborhood. Up
to the time when he reached his majority
he was o faithtul furm lad and obeyed
his parents, A peddler camoe along, how-
ever, and told Jonns all sorts of cow
boy stories, and indueed him to become n
tough, Jonas left home and studied
erimo for two years in Chieago, and
Hhurl.ly afterward  appeared  on his
father's farm and “‘tore up” the neigh-
borhood. 1His father gave him a nice
horse and carriage, but Jonaps did not
settle down, Hedid no work, got spending
money from his mother, and was allowed
to  sleap as long in the morning
us he wished.
